The first meeting of the new city 
council was a very impromptu one, 
called by telephone at 16 am. today, 
for the purpose of meeting a party: of 
Canadian Pacific Railway official, who 
came over to the city this morning 
from Strathcona to confer with ‘the 
new aldermen. The party consisted 
of J. S. Dennis, assistant to the 2nd 
vice-president, R. R. Jomieson, general 
superrintendent and N.- E. Brooks, divi- 
sional engineer, al} of Calgary. The 
party came up over the C. & E. yes- 
terday afternoon atiached to the re- 
gular train and spent the evening in 
Strathcona, coming over at an early 
hour this merning, when they sought 
ovt Mayor May and asked for a con- 
ference with the aldermanie body. 

As the meeting was in the nacure of 
a committee of the whole, there were 
no newspaper men present, and conse- 
quentiy the nature of the proceedings 
cannot be particcularized. 

The questions before the meeting, 
were the matter of a high  ievel 
bridge from Straihcona and a union 
depot for Edmonton, on the ground 
of the Canadian Northern. The dis- 
cussion was general, but no definite 
proposition was made by. either side. 
{he officials of tha company went 
so far, however, as to point out what 
they statea was the company’s choice 
of a route into She city, designating 
the place ot crossing as being about 
hall way vetween the foot of Ninth 
and the foot of Tenth streets, and 
the genera: route atong Ninth street 
to the Canadjan Northern depot, 
meeting the C. N. R. tracks there, 


which point they ‘Mentioned as the 
place most Ifixely for a union depot. 

Practically speaking, the tenor of 
the official’s remarks were that the 
Cc. P. R. was about to buiid a hizth 
level bridge and that if the city 
wanted to share in the benefit of the 
same to the extent of having it made 
a foot-traffic, vehicular\ and street 
railway bridge as well asa railway 
bridge it was up to the oy to make 
provisfon to stand a partpaf the ex-. 
pense of construction, Al Dennis 
stated that the bridy< \ or railway 
purrposes, would cost a least one 
million dollars, but he was not pre- 


pared to state what he wonid expect | 
of the city if it should be made a | 


bridge Tor all purposes.

Resume of Edmonton's Public Works 
—Some Problems to be Met 


i —— ee 


_Some idea of the amount of pub- 
lic work done in the city of Edmon- 
ton last year may be gathered by 
contemplating the fact that from 
January Ist, 1965, to January Ist, 
1906, the expenditure on municipal 
works other than the regular out- 
lay for current expenses was no less 
than $177,000. Briefly stated, this 


is what the municipal statement will | 


show when the report is made a few 
| weeks hence : 

The city has nearly doubled its 
, Sewers, having built five miles dur- 
, the past year where there only six 
_and one-half mile altogether before 
the Ist of January, 1905. 

The city has almost doubled _ its 
water mains, having put in five and 
one—fifth miles where there was al- 
together seven and one-half miles 
when 1905 commenced. 

| The city has more than doubled 
‘its street grading, having built 
three and eight-tenths miles. 

The city has built two miles 


of 


granolithic sidewalk, most of it 14 | 


|teet wide, where there was not a 
foot or artificial stone in the city 
jon the Ist of January, 1905. 

| The city spent $5,000 in installing 
are lamps for street lighting and 
has under way the installation of a 
great many more which will be help- 
ing to illuminate the city streets as 
soon as the material can be procur- 
ed from the manufacturers. The city 
has purchased a telephone system at 
a cost of $17,000, which it pro- 
poses moderniziug and bringing up 
, to standard within the present year. 
| The city has under way the in- 
stallation of a pump at the water- 
'works of a capacity of 1,200 gallons 
of water per minute, which will be 
pumped into the city mains at a 
pressure of 70lbs. to the square inch. 
/This pump supplements a plant of 
the capacity of 700 gallons per min- 
iy anu Shus gives the city a ber- 
vice of 1900 gallons of water per 
; minute. 

| The city has on the rail a new Se- 


|grave chemical engine which is to 
supplement a fire protection appar- 
jatus which, while hardly adequate 
‘to the needs of the city, is the best, 
las far as it goes, in the west. 

Over and above all this, 
|ton during the past year came into 
; possesion, through failure of the 
, promoters to construct, of a street 
; railway franchise’on which the most 
}conservative valuator would not 
| place at a less figure than one. mil- 
lion dollars. 

These are a few of the things that 
Edmonton has done for herself 
within the past year. As showing 
the heaithy condition of the new 
j capital of the great Northwest they 
jare worthy of more than 
notice. 

If it be admited that the policy of 
municipal ownership is sound, then 
Edmonton is one of the most pro- 
gressive cities on the North Amer- 
ican continent, for she owns all her 
franchises without corporation 
claim of any kind. 

In a legislative way, the city has 
made a change that many older 
cities have striven for years to ac 
complish. It has changed ts system 
of taxation so as to exempt build 
ings altogether, and to assess only 
land and the floor space of places 
of business. 


The detailed expenditure for the 


year is worth looking into. Sewers

The 
farnier who raises it is really in | 
the cattle business, and this takes 
capital. The world thus needs the 
Canadian wheat. The railroads 
have decided to ship it to the mar- 
ket, and the development of Cana- 
dian transportation systems so well 
described in these columns by the 
Transcript’s Canadian correspond- 
ent, Mr. E. W. Thompson, aifords a 
guarantee that they intend to do 
business.
